GERMANY ACTED ALL ALONE. 


Kaiser Reply to Kruger Was Made 
Unaided by Other Powers. 
Berlin, March 20.—There is no founda- 
tion for the statement made here on the 
authority of a St. Petersburg correspond- 
ent of the Lokal Anzeiger that Germany 
has participated in any way in the re- 
ported Franco-Russian communique to 
Great Britain with reference to establish- 


ing peace in South Africa. 

Germany answered the Kruger-Steyn 
appeal unaided and uninfluenced, and the 
text of the answer has been published 
through the German consul at Pretoria. 
No negotiations took place between Ger- 
meny and Ru3sia as to how the former 
should answer and nothing is known here 
regarding any special Russian plans or 
procedures relative to the war. 

The German foreign cffice admits that 
oral negotiations have taken place in 
Vienna as to the’sugar bounties between 
Austria and Germany, the result of which 
must be kept secret for the present. But:

TOWN REFUSES TO SELL 


Lease for Twenty Years May Satisfy 
Both Parties. 


STRUCTURE WILL BE A HANDSOME ONE 


Improvements Are To Cost in the 
Neighborhood of Thirty Thou- 
sand Dollars. 


Columbus, Ga., March 20.—(Special.)— 
The probabilities are that the Columbus 


union depot will be substantially im- 
proved in the next few months. The im- 
provements contemplated will cost te- 


ing of the present structure will be so 
complete that it will amount practically 
to a new station. 

The depot here is controlled by the 
Central of Georgia Railway Company. 
Vice President Egan was here yesterday 
and appeared before a committee from 
the common commissioners. The road de- 
sires to buy a tract of land extending 
eighty feet west of the present depot on 
which to erect handsome improvements.

The proposed improvements contemplate 
an arcade to the west of the present 
shed, through which passengers from 
the trains can make their departure 
from the depot. The arcade will be cov- 
ered with glass and will admit light to 


the waiting room and tracks. All the 
ticket offices, baggage rooms, waiting 
rooms, mail offices, together with the 


cafe, will be grouped on one side of the 
shed. ynder the addition, which is to be 
to the west of the arcade. A fine cafe 
will be a feature. The waiting rooms will 
be handsomely furnished. Beyond the 
waiting rooms and offices will be a 
driveway. Carriages can approach a plat- 
form under arches and passengers step- 
ping from the platform to vehicle will

MAY WRITE BOOK 
ON FULLER'S CRIME 


Macon Man Wants To Buy Condemned 
Murderer’s Story. 


MUST HAVE IT ALL ALONE 


Negro Is Not Within Reach of News- 


paper Men. 


JAILER KEEPS ALL AWAY FROM HIM 


Preparations for the Execution Will 
Be Commenced Within a 
Few Days. 


Macon, Ga., March 20,—(Special.)—Allen 
Fuller, the condemned murderer of Mrs. 
Pottle, has been offered a sum of money 
by a well-known author in Macon to con- 
fess the story of the murder to him alone. 
Jailer Phil Stenran said that the author 
called on Fuller, and Fuller had told him 
of it. He said that Fuller had accepted 
the offer, and would tell nothing to the 
newspaper men. 

A representative of The Constitution 
was not allowed to see Fuller this morn- 
ing. The jailer gave as his reason that. 
there was consilerable feeling against old 
man Redd, the negro whom Fuller Impli- 
cates in the crime, and that it was possi- 
ble that a party of men might go out 
and lynch him. He said, however, that as 
soon as Fuller was confined in a cell to 
himself the newspaper men would be al- 
lowed to see him. 

Fuller will.probably be placed in the cell 
occupied by the famous Tom Woolfolk on 
Friday. The death watch will then be 
placed over him 

It is said that there is an interesting 
stcry behind the whcle crime, but so far 
Fuller has kept that back. He intimated

several days ago that he was paid money 
to put Mrs. Pottie out of the way, but 
when questioned about it refused to affirm 
or deny the rumor, only saying he would 
talk later on. Now is seems, according 
to the statement of Jailer Stephan, he 
has decided not to talk, except to the au- 
thor who offered him the money. 

Jailer Stephan said that the negro still 
seys that Redd committed the crime, but 
admits that he was present and helped to 
dispose of the body. 

It is not probable that his attorneys, 
Messrs. Dessau and Estes, will make any 
effort to have his sentence commuted to 
life imprisonment. 

Sheriff Wescott will commence h® 
preparations for the hanging in the next 
few Gays. The gallows is within sight of 
Fuller's cell and he will be able to see all 
the preparations made for his execution. 

Fuller will be hanged cn Monday, April 
2d, unless the order of the court is inter- 
fered with by the governor.

Students’ Roll at Athens Is Augment- 
ing Nicely. 


CHANCELLOR HARD AT WORK 


Enrollment Has Been as High as 
Three Hundred.

IN-’98 AND ’99 IT DROPPED HEAVILY 


Literature Is Being Sent to All 
Young Men Who Are Attend- 
ing Schools Now.

Athens. Ga., March 20.—(Special.)—Pro- ' 
fessor A. H. Patterson, the registrar of 
the University of Georgia, shows some 
interesting figures relative to the attend- 
ance upon the university and the work 
being done under the administration of 
Chancellor Hill. 

A few years since the attendance at 
the university went beyond three bun- 
dred. Then it dropped steadily down- 
ward until during the session of 1898-'99 
it reached only 238. With this downward 
tendency it was seen at once that work 
would have to be done to revive interest 
in the institution and get more students. 

Professor Patterson and other mem- 
bers of the faculty systematized the work 
to be done, and in one year sent out 
nearly ten thousand pieces of literature. 
Special editions of The Red and Black 
and the Georgian were sent to young 
men thinking of entering college. 

It is gratifying to note that of the 
attendance now in college seventy-five cf 
the young men are from among the num- 
ber communicated with. In 1898-’99 there 
was only 35 ner cent of the counties of 
the state of Georgia represented at the 
university. This session there is 60 per 
cent of the counties represented. _ 

There are just forty-one more students 
here this year than last. There are thirty 
more new students here this year than 
old students. All of the cataiozgues have 
beeh exhausted, and the new catalogues 
for this year are being hurried up for 
distribution. Eighteen hundred names of 
young men are on the list and afl kinds 
of college literature will be distributed 
to them. Inquiries for catalorsues are 
coming from every section of *he country 
and every indication points to an open- 
ing attendance next September cf over 
325. : 

The approaching university commence- 
ment will be filled with class reunions. 
It will be the season for gathering to- 
gether the alumni of the university. The 
class of 1870, the class of Chancellor Hill. 
will have a big reunion. The class cf 
1875 is also arranging a pleasant reunion. 
The class of 1891 has resolved to hold 
its reunion at the next commencement. 
The class of 1899 will have a big banquet 
at that time. *There are other classes 
that are to hold their reunions at com- 
mencement and fully four hundred alum- 
ni are expected here at that time. 

Chancellor Hill’s first year as the chief 
officer of the university will come to a 
close at that time. He has made a splen- 
did success in his work and the frienda 
of the university are enthusiastic over 
the outlook.

The witness referred to the Exposition 
cotton mills in this connection. Dr. Tur- 
ner, the president of the mills, made state- 
ments under oath Monday in direct oppo- 
sition to this testimony. 

When this fact was called to Mr. Gar- 
rett’s attention he said that he could not 
Substantlate his assertions; he was simply 
giving hearsay testimony. 

Mr. Garrett said that he was employed 
as a machinist in the shops of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad. The company 
treated the men well, and the men worked 
in perfect harmony with their master mre- 
chanic. It was a union shop, conducted 
on union lines. 

Questioned about the status of :he ne- 
gro laborer, the witness said: 

“White skilled Jabor is not opposed to 
the negro skilled labor, We prefer them to 
foreigners. Poles and Hungarians when 
Skilled laborers hurt our trade, and lower 
wages. They are undesirable as fellow 
workmen in the shop and as citizens. The 
negro who works is a good citizen. 

“We have had some trouble in getting 
the negroes into unions’ because of their 
preachers and politicians. The latter said 
we were forming negro unions for political 
purposes, This, of course, is untrue.”’ 

Houston on Factory Conditions. 

C. CC, Houston, editor of The Journal of 
Labor, was the next witness. He was also 
Cailed to testify concerning organized la- 
bor. He is secretary and treasurer of the 
Atlanta Typographical Union. Concerning 
factory conditions in Georgia he testified: 

“An investigation I made of the homes 
of the employees of the Fulton Bag and 
Cotton Mills shows a deplorable condition 
of affairs. The company houses are ram- 
Shackle structures for which en exorbi- 
tent rent fg charged; much higher rent 
than the sam2 houses cost in the commu- 
hity near the mills. 

“The people working in the mill com- 
plained that nearly the full amount of 
their wages was deducted for rent charges 
and charges at the company store. 

“The mills in the country are in a bet- 
ter condition from a-sanitary and a hy- 
sienic standpoint, by tar, than the city 
mills. 

“The greater number of. the mill hands 
are recruited from the country und are 
probably used to a hard life. 

“They are lured to the city by the fasci- 
nation of city Hfe, and when they find 
that the work in the mills is not so pleas- 
ant as they expected-they are anxious to 
go back to their old homes, but are not 
able to do so.” 


Jerome Jones Talks. 

Jerome K. Jones. business manager of 
The Journal of Labor, was the last whi- 
ness heard at the afternoon session. He 
said that the Fulton Bag and Cotton mills 
inserted misleading advertisements 
offering to pay transportation to Atlanta 
to mill operatives. He offered a nuniber 
of pay envelopes in evidence showing the 
small amounts received weekly by séme 
of the operatives: 

Mr. Jones said he had visited the homes 
of a number of the mill operatives and 
found them squalid and miserable to a de- 
gree. The operatives Claimed that they 
were underpaid, and that extortionate 
sums Were exacted from them for rent 
and the necessities they were forced to 
buy at the company store. 

Mr. Jones stated that a number cf the 
operatives had been brought to Atlanta by 
agents of the mills who had promised to 
give them free transportation from their 
homes. This promise the company fad 
not kept but had deducted the amount 
from their weekly wages. The commission 
heard the testimony with a great ceal 
of interest and some surprise, Lecause it 
differed so radically from the testimony 
given about the other mills in the city.

Echols was tried in 1888 for the 
murder of Cohen and was acquitted of the

He returned to New- 
ton county from time to time up to 1S39 
and offered himself for trial voluntarily 
on the charge of assault with intent to 
Murder in the case of Cohen.

In 1888 two professional gamblers. Thomas 
and Cohen, went to the city of Covington, and 
during the night engaged {fn playing cards for 
money with several ether parties, among whom 
was defendant, then a youth about eighteen 
Years of age. 

After the game, about 3 or 4 o’clock in the 
| morning, they went to a room in a hotel, 
which they occupied jointly. After they had 
retired and were asleep they were attacked, 
presumably for the purpose of robbery, and 
severely beaten, and both rendered uncon- 
scious. From this beating Thomas died and 
Cohen remaining unconscious for several weeks, 
finally recovered. 

Echols was indicted for the murder of Thomas 
and for assault with Intent to murder Cohen. 
| At the September term of the superior court 
| of Newton county, 1888, he was tried for 
| the offense of murder, and was acquitted. 
lhe case for assault with intent to murder 
was postponed from term to term until 
tember, 1899, when he was tried on that 
charge and convicted, the jury recommending 
that he be punished as for a misdemeanor. 
The judge, exercising the discretion vested in 
him by. law, declined to recognize this recom- 
mendation and sentenced him to serve a term 
of five years in the penitentiary. 

Evidence in both trials was wholly circum- 
stantial, and practically the same in both 
trials,

Each of the verdicts is entitled to the same 
weight and it would be out of place to express 
any opinion as to their correctness, but it is 
impossible that both of them can be true. 

Since defendant's first trial he has matured 
into full manhood, and has established for 
himself a name and character in the business 
and commercial centers above reproach, being 
a trusted official in a large corporation. As 
a citizen he is honest, faithful and law- 
abiding, commanding the respect of all who 
know him. 

Leaving out of consideration the idea that 
the sole motive for punishment is revenge for 
violation of the law, and considering the 
higher motive of punishment, the reformation 
of the criminal and the protection of society, 
it seems that the latter ends have been already 
accomplished. If ever a criminal, his refor- 
mation has been complete and society now has 
an honorable, useful member. 

Should the sevete penalty be inflicted the 
defendant will be degraded and in the end 
probably vicious, while society will be robbed 
by destroying his usefulness. 

Eleven members of the jury who convicted 
him urge this clemency, stating that they 
would never have agreed had they known that 
their recommendation would not be final, as 
likewise do the county officers of Newton 
county, and many of the best law-abiding 
citizens of that county. 

Therefore, in viéw of the foregoing facts and 
recommendation, its is ordered: 

That the sentence of the said Charles H. 
Echols be commute@ to a fine of $1,000 or 
twelve months in chair==22, as recommended.

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Mrs. Felton Lectures to Large 
Audience at the Woman's Club 


wo farger and more appreciative aual- 
ence ever assembled in the Woman's Club 
ghan that which welcomed Mrs. William 
y. Felton yesterday afternoon when she 
appeared to lecture on the subiect, 
“gome Influences That Affect Life and 


character.” 

Mrs. Felton was escorted to the plat- 
germ by Mrs. Robert Zahner, chairman 
of the home science section of the club, 
under the auspices of which section the 
ecture Was given, and was introduced 
py Mrs. William B. Lowe, president of 
the general federation of clubs. 

gfhat vigor of intellect which makes 
Mrs. Felton a unique figure among wo- 
men manifested itself in the master ef- 
ort which her lecture proved to be. It 
proclaimed her a student of human pra- 
ture from 4 sociological, scientific and 
practical standpoint, and every word of 
the lecture not only interested, but ap- 
pealed to the innermost being of every 
woman in the assembly. 

Her subject was one that could 
fail to interest women identified in all 
lines of work, whether philanthropical, 
religious, professional, industrial or so- 
elal. Every element was represented in 
the assembly, and at the conclusion of 
the lecture. during which the distin- 
guished and brilliant speaker held her 
hearers spellbound for over an_ hour, 
there was a general desire to mect with 
and congratulate her. 

Acknowledging Mrs. Lowe's” graceful 
introduction, Mrs. Felton complimented 
the fine work and purposes of the Wo- 
man's Club and brought their attention 
to the fact first that there were 760,000 
defective persons in the United Stat»s; 
that they were tanulated in the census 
reports of the last decade. | ‘ 

These were the insane, the imbecile, 
the epileptic, bliha, deaf, dumb, and 
other well-known defective persons, she 
explained. 

The standing army of the United States 
numbered 25,00 before the beginning cf 
the Spanish-American war. Here in the 
United States there were twenty-eight 
times as many defective persons to be 
eared for as there were soldiers in the 
regular army. 

These were either born defective = or 
their conditions predisposed the victims 
to a culmination of their various de- 
formities and diseases of mind and body. 
The great majority were malformations 
at birth perhaps, the product of neglect, 
avelty and diseased parentage. The 
curse that had followed was an inherited 
eurse. The Bible speaks of the curse 
that follows to the third and fourth gen- 
eration. 

“Is that an inherited curse which car- 
ries tainted blood and physical deformi- 
ties through three and four generations? 
If not. what should it be designated?” 
asked Mrs. Felton. 

Then she referred to the little child 
coming here in the likeness of its pa- 
rents. Its physical being was a repro- 
duction, whatever its mentality is con- 
sidered to be. Like produced like. It 
came with the marked feature of the 
parent, carrying race, color, size and even 
the peculiarities that are often seen in 
families. The child came here without its 

ewn consent. It had no volition as to 
its forced appearance. It would not have 
been willing, if choice had been allowed, 
to come here maimed, deformed and di 


rot 


iS- 
figured until death took the sufferer or 
the imbecile away from the evils that 
affected their human existence. 

“Bach of the children of men,’ she ob- 
served with deep feeling, ‘“‘had a mother 
who went down into the valley of the 
shadow of death to give it existence. This 
subject was, perforce, important Lo moth- 
erhood. It was a vital question as to scope 
and responsibility. The murderer on the 
electric chair or on the gallows came here 
as a little infant, the innocent child of a 
hopeless mother. Who should bear respon- 
sibility? Who must share the blame if 
that child by reason of heredity and its 
environment was infected with the curse 
that had been steadily traveling on in the 
minds, hearts and beings of its progeni- 
tors? 

“The mother has been called the child’s 
first teacher. She is more,’’ declared Mrs. 
Felton with emphasis. “She bears a 
mich higher and .earer relation to the 
infant. With the race-endowing function 
of life giving existence, the mother’s appe- 
tites, mental stocks and strong impres- 
sions are so visibly photographed upon 
the embryo infant, that she herself can 
read them iwithout hesitation, when the 
little child is given into her embrace and 
nurture. If this photogravure is so perfect 
in physical being, who can dispute the in- 
fluence upon mind, disposition and mental 
health? 

“This child she loves with all the 
Strength of a mother’s devotion. The Lord 
selected woman for the duty of maternity, 
because she would love the chiid in the 
crucial period of its existence. In spite of 
herself she finds the child she would al- 
most die to save to perfect conditions in 
physical and mental health, something de- 
formed jn mind and body. A mother who 
has been bullied and tormented when mal- 
teatment meant so much to the unborn, 
is herself unable to transmit to her offi- 
spring the traits, predilections and mental 
€Xcellence which her loving heart longs 
for, Oh! what cruelty! What lack of 
broper care for the well being of the hu- 
Man race,’’ the eloquent speaker exclaim- 
ed. “Medica science and common preju- 
dice would indicate the burden duty and 
necessity for allowing the mother to pho- 
lograph the beauties and protect her from 
the ilis and accidents which followed to 
We third and fourth generation!

“Dwenty-five years ago a Mormon cccu- 
pled a seat in that place,”’ she continued, 
“and nothing was said about not allowing 
him to come in or driving him out! The 
women of the United States, awakening 
to their responsibilities, pronounced 
against plurai wives, and the debasement 
of the sex. They made the outcry and 
won the case.”’ 

The unfavorable conditions which pre- 
vailed for centuries she believed may be 
on answer .o this inquiry as to why the 
ills, the evils, the misery, the suffering, 
the defects, the deformities and disap- 
pointments of life Have been so many and 
so great? “Shame it is that forso long a 
period women in ancient times and even 
Jater were s&ected only for breeding pur- 
poses,"’ she exclaimed.

An allusion to the proposed reformatory 
movement was the source of enthusiastic 
applause and served to emphasize the 
need for better conditions in degraded 
human life. Her proposition that some 
influence should. be brought about to 
guard the indiscriminate issuing of mar- 
riage licenses, and thereby the prevention 
of many marriages for justifiable reasons 
made a deep impression, as did also ine 
admonition to mothers that they advise 
more studiously and carefully their 
daughters as to the duties and responsi- 
bilities of matrimony and maternity.

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_THE PASSING THRONG. 


Mrs. K. H. Scherman, of Philadelphia, 
representative of the Jewish Publication 
Society of America, is at the Kimball. 
Mrs. Scherman is en route to Texas and 
Mexico, where she goes in the interest 
of the society with which she is con- 
nected and of which she is the only trav- 
eling representative. 

Mrs, Seherman is resting in Atlanta 
before going west and will do no active 
work in Atlanta at present, although she 
expects to return later. 

The Jewish Publication Society was es- 
tablished twelve years ago and is man- 
aged by officers elected from all parts of 
the United States. It has more than 
5.000 members scattered in all parts cf 
the world. It is by no means a moncey- 


making affair. Its support comes from 
its membership and from funds. : 
“While the membership in Atlanta is 


not very large,’’ said Mrs. Scherman yes- 
terday, “I find considerable interest in 
the society and its work, and when I 
return to Atlanta expect to make Atlanta 
one of the strongholds of the society. At 
present I shall do no work in Atlanta, 
but shall go to Texas and thence into 
Mexico.”’ 


There are few actors on the American 
stage who have as many close personal 
friends in Atlanta as Roland Reed, who 
has just recovered from three painful sur- 
gical operations at St. Luke’s hospital, 
New York. During his illness his frineds 
in this city scanned the papers daily for 
news of his condition, 

Mr. Reed recently wrote an interesting 
account of his illness which will be read 
with interest by his friends in this chiy. 
In speaking of his hsopital experience ne 
said: 

“T have spent three months in St. Luke's 
hospital, have undergone two operations, 
been given up by the doctors for dead, and 
have read the notice of my death in the 
newspapers. : 

“After passing through these three most 
critical months of my Hfe, I fee] that I am 
now on the high road to recovery... My 
fight for life was won by the surgical 
skill on one hand and a determination on 
my part that I would not die. But not 
for all the money ever coined or all the 
glory ever enjoyed by an actor would I 
voluntarily endure again. the pain of those 
three months or take a similar chance 
for my life. 

“You know that the surgeons, after they 
had performed the first operation on me, 
decided that I had just about twelve hours 
more of life. Well, t fooled them that 
time, and when, after the second opera- 
tion, the odds against me seemed almst as 
great, [ fooled them once more, 

“T am still weak. I feel like a man freed 
from long imprisonment. ‘The rellef at 
getting back to my family, of course, goes 
a long way toward compensating me for 
the painful experience in St. Luke’s hospi- 
tal, and the exhilarating feeling of 
freedom which I now enjoy makes tne 
world look very bright, after having been 
constrained by the strict regulations of 
the hospital. 

“Were it not for the feeling of weakness 
the prospect of even a season of the 
ordinarily despised ‘‘one night stands” 
would fill me with pleasure.. As it is, I 
shall not play again this spring, but will 
rest until I open my fourteenth annual 
season at the Boston Museum in the fali. 
A néw play is being prepared for me, 
which as yet I have not read. 

“Of my treatment in the hospital I can 
speak only with praise. I had a dismai 
time, to be sure, and do not quite under- 
stand vet why I did not die. 

“Fortunately, when I entered the ward 
my condition physically was excellent. 
When it wag found that it was no longer 
possible to avoid an operation, I was led 
into the operating room. It is like a min- 
iature theater and 1 felt at home at once, 
but I must say tthat it was the smallest 
house [I ever played to. The seats were 
all empty, and not even an usher jn 
sight. We had the place to ourselves, 

“T played a heavy thinking part that 
time, They put me on the operating ta- 
ble and administered an anesthetic. After 
that they had things all their own way. 
They cut me open most thoroughly, and 
scientifically, and now those surgeons 
know more about me than I do myself. 
They have what you might call an inter- 
rior knowledge, The operation was 50 
dangerous that they decided that it wouid 
be ‘unwise to keep me longer under the 
influence of the anaesthtic, and so they 
sewed me up with an overhand stitch and 


sent me down stairs to die. 


“Later another operation was tried, this 
time successfully. I-did not have a ean- 
cer of the stomach or appendicitis, as re- 
ported, I had something tntricate and 
with a medical name as long as your arm, 
the matter with my intestines, 

“Much of the tinre in the hospital I was 
unconscious or bordering upon uncon- 
sciousness, and so I was not worried with 
thoughts as to my chances, although as a 
matter of fact, I decided when I went in 
that I would pull through, 

“The papers were kept from me-so that 
T would not read the ,eports of my death 
and % cheerful erroneous information 
aibout 2 that was printed from time to 
time. When resting the plays that I have 
appeared in rose before my mental vision 
with remarkable vividness, and I wonder- 
ed vaguely if I would again see the glare 
of the footlights. 

“T wish to thank those who have been 
kind erough to inquire after me during 
my illness.”’

An audience of 1,500 persons listened 
with deep attention on Mecnday night to 
the lecture of Robarts Harper, of London, 
on a trip around the world in a man-o’- 
war Mr. Harver is a pleasing speaker 
and his narrative of his cruise was bright- 
ened by many bright and humorous hits. 
The pictures were the most beautiful that 
have ever been shown in Atlanta. At 
times two or three stereopticans were be- 
ing used to produce one picture. This was 
the case when a view of a parachute shell 
was shown. This illustrated artillery of- 
ficers firing a shell from a gun about dusk. 
The shell exploded in midair and lighted 
up, the clouds and the landscape around 
for a considerable distance, so that the 
camp of the enemy was plainly apparent. 

The lecture opened with some views 
about Portsmouth, England, where the 
voung Britisher tirst goes on board the 
training ship preparatory to becoming one 
of her Majesty’s marines. Admiral Nel- 
son's old battleship was pictured and two 
or three other historical vessels of the 
British navy. ; 

Several vears ago Mr. Flarper joined one 
of the ships of the British navy and spent 
three years crulsing, during which time 
the vessel satled completeiy around the 
world. On this trip he and some com- 
panions stopped at anumber of interesting 
places and made little side journeys. They 
stepped at Gibraltar, Marseilles and Ca- 
ciz. While in one of the Spanisn ports 
they visited the Alhambra palace erected 
hy the Moors nearly 7 years ago. There 
were pictures of Naples with Vesuvius, cf 
Constantinople an@ street scenes in that 
city, Alexandria and Cairo, with views of 
the Sphinx and some of «he nyramids and 
other ancient ruins along the Nile. There 
were pictures of the Suez canal and 
there was one of the famous rock of Manu- 
ritias island, which excited much applause 
on aceount of its rare and remarkable 
besuty. Mr. Harper visited Australia and 
returned by way of Cape Horn and Rio 
Janeiro. There was a striking picture of a 
storm at sea, with thrilling descriptive 
storv. 

In all there were nearly ‘50 views, many 
of which were enthusiastically aplauded. 
One picture which interested especially 
was that of a Spanish bull fight. This 
was an animated picture, in which 
the bull and the matadore were shown in 
action. Another interesting moving pict- 
ure showed how tie turs in the British 
navy handle the Sails. 

The lecture -was Instructive and at its 
close the audience was unanimous in de- 
claring it to have been superb and ene ct 
the best to which they had ever listened. 

Mr. Harper leaves today for Coimbus, 
Ga. He has traveled ever since he was a 
child and states that he has sailed and 
steamed 250,000 miles. Me has made thir 
ty-three trips across the Atlantic. He ex- 
pects to return to England in the next 
month and he will remain there about six 
weeks, when he will return to the United 
States to lecture at Chautauqua lake. He 
spends a great deal of his time in this 
country and has all the lecture engage- 
ments which he cares to fill. He has a 
studio in Boston, which he keeps up all 
the gime, whether he is in this country 
or abroad. His appearance before the At- 
lanta Lecture Association was such a 
popular feature that it is probable he will 
be engaged to return next year and give 
another lectur>. He has quite a reper- 
toire. One that is in great demand is on 
Monte Carlo. This lecture is magnificent- 
ly illustrated by stereopticon views and is 
frequently given before the Young Men's 
Christian Associaticn or in churches.
